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SUBJECT: ILC DRAFT ARTICLES ON PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS 

1. ON JUNE 1 DEPTOFFS ( L AND IO) HELD CONSULTATIONS WITH 
CANADIANS ON ILC DRAFT ARTICLES ON PROTECTION OF DIPLOMATS. 
CANADIANS ATTENDING WERE ERIC WANG ( CANADIAN MISSION TO THE 
UN), SERGE APRIL ( MOFA LEGAL), AND LORNE CLARK ( CANADIAN 
EMBASSY). 

2. MAJOR AREA OF DISCUSSION WAS CANADIAN CONCERN THAT 
ADOPTION OF ILC DRAFT ARTICLES IN PRESENT FORM MIGHT 
PREVENT COUNTRY FACED WITH KIDNAPPING OF DIPLOMAT FROM 
NEGOTIATING SAFE PASSAGE OUT OF COUNTRY FOR PERPETRATOR IN 
RETURN FOR SAFE RELEASE OF HOSTAGE. IN BRIEF GOC POSITION 
WAS THAT CANADA (1) CONTINUES TO SUPPORT AGREEMENT ON LINES 
DRAFT ILC ARTICLES; (2) AS A MATTER OF POLICY WISHES TO 
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RETAIN SO- CALLED " BANGKOK' 1 OPTION TO RESCUE VICTIMS BY 
OFFERING KIDNAPPERS SAFE CONDUCT AND (3) HAS DECIDED 
AGAINST EXPRESS AMENDMENT TO ARTICLES WHICH ALTHOUGH 
NARROWLY FOCUSED COULD UNDERMINE DETERRENT EFFECT BY 
SIGNALLING TERRORISTS THEY COULD UNDERTAKE KIDNAPPING WITH 
LITTLE PERSONAL RISK. USDEL AGREED IN PRINCIPLE AND IN 
DISCUSSION FOCUSED ON APPROACH THAT WOULD MEET OBJECTIVES 
INCONSPICUOUSLY, I. E. BY INTERPRETATIONS OR MINOR DRAFTING 
CHANGES. AFTER LENGTHY DISCUSSION OF OPTIONS MENTIONED 

PARA 12 OF USUN 1751 AND CAREFUL TEXTUAL ANALYSIS OF 
ARTS 5 AND 6 OF ILC DRAFT, MEETING CONCLUDED THAT THERE BE 
SUFFICIENT FLEXIBILITY IN CURRENT WORDING TO ALLOW THIS 
SOLUTION. WANG SAID HE WOULD ARGUE THIS TO BEASLEY. 

3. ON SECONDARY ISSUE OF WHETHER THIRD STATES COULD ACCEPT 
PERPETRATOR OF KIDNAPPING OF DIPLOMAT AS PART OF DEAL 
ALLOWING SAFE PASSAGE OUT OF COUNTRY IN RETURN FOR RELEASE 
OF HOSTAGE, CONCLUSIONS LESS CLEAR. WE SUGGESTED POSSIBLE 
RESULT THAT OBLIGATIONS OF CONVENTION APPLY IN FULL TO 
THIRD COUNTRY IF IT PARTY, AND THAT ONLY WAY PERPETRATOR 
COULD AVOID RISK OF PROSECUTING OR EXTRADITION PURSUANT 
TO CONVENTION WOULD BE TO FLEE TO COUNTRY NOT PARTY TO 
CONVENTION. 

4. PARTICIPANTS REVIEWED ILC ARTICLES IN FURTHER DETAIL 
AND DISCERNED NO MAJOR DIFFICULTY IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
POSITIONS ON TECHNICAL ISSUES OR ON TACTICS. BOTH SIDES 
AGREED THAT COMMENTS TO SECGEN SHOULD BE POSITIVE AND 
GENERAL AND THAT COMPLEX ISSUES DISCUSSED PARA 2 
SHOULD NOT BE RAISED AT UNGA. RUSH 
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
